2) Discussion on the County’s West General Plan (in progress), including document, future land uses,
and comments by the Planning Commission. Planner: Jake Young.

Rio Tinto Shannon Ellsworth read their letter previously submitted. Mr. Young recognized joining
members. Mr. Young provided a PowerPoint presentation. Mr. Young advised Olympia Hills was
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removed from the map, as it has been approved to annex into Herriman. Ms. Peters discussed the
Roadways Map, Transit Map Public Transportation and Active Transportation for the Regional
Transportation Plan 2019-2050. Mr. Lowry went over the Overpressure zones map. Paul Raymond
with Camp Williams discussed the Camp Williams Buffer Program Map.

Bennion Gardener with the Oquirrh Foundation Group said he wanted to thank County staff for
their work on the plan. Wants to address the plan and likes the goals but feels that land use planning
is inconsistent with the goals with development in the canyons, an area untouched by humans for
decades and feels that it’s a shame to see those areas developed and lose habitat for wildlife and
recreation. Acknowledges that mining will carry on for decades, but the plan is made for future
development and would rather see a shift for future conservation. County, state, DWR and his
organization see the area being conserved. Has seen development in eastside canyons, would love
to see focus on westside canyons. Suggests following camp Williams with buffer zones.

Commissioners complimented the plan. Mr. Young said there are conservation tools and options
listed in the plan. Mr. Young sees Butterfield being focused on.
